Mr.  Timmons  stated  he  was  with  John  Tankorley,  also  of  ...  1 
WBAP-TV  and  that  they  came  to  Dallas,  early  Sunday 
morning,  November  24,  1963.  They  took  their  camera  to 
the  third  floor  of  City  Hall  and  spent  somo  time  there. 

They  al30  had  a 3hort  interview  with  Chief  Curry  and  came 
down  elevator  and  into  basement  some  5 to  10  minutes  bo* 
fore  the  shooting. 

They  vioro  assisted  by  Mr.  Turner  in  the  basement,  but 
still  did  not  have  time  to  get  thoir  camera  hooked  up. 

They  pushed  thoir  camera  down  the  drivovray  to  the  base- 
ment parking  area  and  tied  it  Up  to  railing  to  keep  somo- 
one  from  knocking  it  over. 

Mr.  Timmon3  said  he  remembered  two  ca;-3  going  out  the 
Main  Street  ramp  but  does  not  have  any  idea  what  kind 
of  autos  or 'who.  was  in  the  cars.  Mr.  Timmons  said  that  [,./ . 
Just  .before  the  shooting  he  moved  up  to  their  other  camera'; 
with  Venso  and  Turner  and  was  behind  the  camera  assisting 
them  at  the  time  of  the  shooting.  ' 

Mr.  Timmons  stated  he  did.  not  know  liuby  prior  to  tho 
shooting,  and  did  not' see  thl3  man  in  basement  prior  to

He  stated  that  since  he  came  in  with  the  WBAP-TV  camera, 
that  his  press  card  was  not  checked.
